All  places  named  in  this  book  are  in  the  State  of  Maine  unless 
otherwise  stated. 

In  presenting  this  modest  book  to  the  public,  my  greatest  wish 
for  it  is :  that  all  dates  and  the  spelling  of  the  names  of  all  persons 
and  places  shall  be  found  to  be  exactly  as  they  were  given  to  me. 
Errors  of  any  other  nature,  of  which  there  will  be  some,  are  re¬ 
grettable,  but  comparatively  unimportant. 

I  started  out  hoping  to  get  a  book  of  nearly  100  pages,  feeling 
that  I  would  not  be  justified  in  presenting  less;  and  while  my 
efforts  would  be  focused  on  getting  biographical  items,  I  doubted 
if  I  could  get  more  than  enough  to  fill  sixty  pages.  Therefore,  it 
was  expected  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  fill  in  30  or  40  pages 
with  history  and  other  material.  But  you  have  responded  so  freely 
with  biographical  or  statistical  items — whichever  one  chooses  to 
call  them — that  you  will  find  more  than  100  pages  covering  about 
350  families  with  reference  to  over  2500  persons.  Several  in¬ 
quiries  were  made  as  to  the  selling  price  of  the  book,  and  the  price 
quoted  was  based  on  the  printer’s  estimate  for  what  I  supposed 
would  be  not  exceeding  100  pages.  And  so,  to  incorporate  any 
history  worth-while  would  increase  the  cost  of  the  book  beyond 
what  I  felt  able  to  bear. 

Therefore,  I  have  decided  to  let  the  title,  early  selected,  be  a 
true  index  to  its  contents.  There  are,  however,  about  three 
exceptions. 

Considerable  more  time  and  work  has  been  required  to  get 
even  this  small  volume  into  shape  than  many  might  suppose,  but 
I  wish  to  say  that  the  uniform  patience  and  courtesy  of  all  the 
many  individuals  contacted  has  been  appreciated. 

There  ought  to  be  a  history  of  Guilford  and  this  immediate 
area  written,  but  it  will  require  considerable  time  and  research 
work  to  do  it  as  it  should  be,  and  to  half  do  it  would  be  very 
unwise.  If  circumstances  permit,  I  shall  be  glad  to  get  some  facts 
together,  that  some  more  capable  person  may  have  the  advantage 
of  in  the  days  to  come,  in  preparing  a  really  interesting  detailed 
history  of  the  local  field. 

This  book  is  whole-heartedly  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  all 
men  and  boys  who  have,  or  later  may  go  from  the  area  covered 
by  this  book,  to  serve  in  World  War  No.  2.

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ANSON  A.  ADAMS,  night  watchman,  son  of  Samuel  C.  and 
Mary  M.  Leeman  Adams  was  born  at  Abbot,  July  27,  1878. 
May  4,  1905  married  Miss  Edith  D.  Works  daughter  of 
Charles  and  Maria  J.  Cousins  Works,  born  at  Abbot,  Mar. 
28,  1881.  Children,  Rexford  C,  Kezar  Falls,  Lucile,  now 
Mrs.  Nelson  Conn,  Davisville,  R.  I.,  Wilda,  now  Mrs.  Her¬ 
bert  Goodwin,  Brunswick. 

DWIGHT  E.  ADAMS,  son  of  Leslie  J.  and  Althea  Huff  Adams, 
born  at  Guilford,  Sept.  23,  1911.  Graduated  from  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Alabama  in  1935.  July  16,  1933  he  married  Miss 
Wilma  E.  Dexter,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Seth  Dexter, 
born  at  Sangerville,  Apr.  23,  1914.  Mr.  Adams  is  a  success¬ 
ful  insurance  salesman  at  Milo. 

LESLIE  J.  ADAMS,  was  born  at  Wellington,  Aug;  3,  1875. 
On  Sept.  12,  1900  he  married  Miss  Althea  G.  Huff  of  Wel¬ 
lington,  born  July  2,  1878.  They  were  in  Massachusetts 
until  1905,  when  they  came  to  Guilford,  where  Mr.  Adams 
has  been  in  the  livery  and  public  car  business  ever  since.

Sept.  10,  1903  mar¬ 
ried  Frank  Shaw  Aldrich  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  born  Oct.  24, 
1879.  Mr.  Aldrich  is  a  machinist.  Children,  Sally  Marcia, 
born  Jan.  9,  1918.  She  graduated  from  Colby  College  in 
1939,  and  from  the  Katherine  Gibbs  Secretarial  School,  and 
now  is  secretary  to  the  Dean  of  Women,  Colby  College, 
Waterville. 
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ALBERT  ALLEN,  was  born  at  Wellington,  Oct.  7,  1841  and 
died  at  Wellington,  Sept.  13,  1896.  His  parents  were  George 
and  Mary  Curtis  Allen.  Feb.  3,  1864  he  married  Cordelia  C. 
Irish  of  Union,  daughter  of  Lewis  and  Sophrona  Sprague 
Irish  of  Sprague’s  Mills.  Albert  and  Cordelia  Allen  had  three 
children,  (1)  William,  born  Oct.  28,  1864,  married  Mabel 
Pease,  and  they  had  three  children,  Albert,  Doris  and  Ruth. 
William  died  at  Pittsfield,  Nov.  25,  1910.  (2)  Mary,  born 

Apr.  17,  1868,  married  Allen  W.  Hayden  of  Brighton.  (3) 
Tilla,  born  Mar.  7,  1872,  married  Bert  Drew  of  Wellington. 
Albert  Allen  and  son  William,  under  the  name  of  A.  Allen 
&  Son  did  an  extensive  business  in  and  around  Guilford  as 
cattle  drovers  and  buyers  in  the  eighties  and  nineties.  Albert 
Allen  was  a  volunteer  in  the  Civil  War,  Co.  F.,  20th  Maine. 
He  served  in  the  Maine  Legislature  in  1877  and  1889,  and 
William  Allen  served  there  in  1903.  After  Albert  Allen  died 
Mrs.  Allen  moved  to  Sangerville  and  erected  a  home,  accom¬ 
panied  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Allen  W.  Hayden.  Mrs.  Cordelia 
Allen  died  at  Wellington,  July  12,  1925. 

ARTHUR  M.  AMES,  oldest  son  of  Melvin  M.  and  Nellie  E. 
Smith  Ames,  born  at  Guilford,  Sept.  19,  1913.  Graduated 
from  Guilford  High  in  1930.  On  Mar.  21,  1936  he  married 
Miss  Geneva  Moulton  of  Sangerville,  who  was  born  June  3, 
1917.  Children,  Mary  Ellen,  born  Jan.  1,  1937;  John  Owen, 
born  Oct.  8,  1938.  Mr.  Ames  was  a  woolen  mill  man  until 
he  commenced  driving  the  mail  and  express  truck  nearly  four 
years  ago. 

FRANK  T.  AMES,  son  of  the  late  George  H.  and  Lillian  M. 
(Lane)  Ames,  born  at  Blanchard,  Jan.  12,  1882.  Republican. 
Protestant.  Attended  the  public  schools.  Sept.  28,  1906  he 
married  Miss  Ada  I.  Lord  and  she  was  born  Nov.  1,  1889. 
They  have  two  sons,  Clayton  L.  and  Gerald  L.  Mr.  Ames 
was  a  spinner  in  Sangerville  woolen  mills  for  fourteen  years 
before  he  established  his  present  lunch  business  in  Guilford 
in  1933. 

MELVIN  M.  AMES,  cemetery  caretaker,  was  born  at  North 
Anson,  May  12,  1879,  son  of  Elijah  and  Angelia  Burns  Ames. 
June  17,  1911  married  Miss  Nellie  Smith,  daughter  of  John 
T.  and  Marie  E.  Vielle  Smith,  and  born  at  Parkman,  Jan.  25, 
1891.  Children,  Kathleen  V.,  married  Neill  Marshall,  Harold 
O.,  Arthur  M.,  Morris  F.  and  Robert  P. 

BYRON  P.  ANDREWS,  was  born  at  Detroit,  Dec.  17,  1874, 
son  of  Rev.  A.  P.  and  Sylvane  Harding  Andrews.  Sept.  30, 
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1909  married  Miss  Alice  S.  Heath  of  Stockton  Springs, 
daughter  of  Frank  and  Edith  Heath,  and  born  at  Penobscot. 
They  have  two  sons,  Frank  B.  and  Orman  E.,  both  married 
and  living  in  Los  Angeles,  Calif.  While  working  in  the 
Piscataquis  Woolen  mill  at  Guilford,  he  was  tutored  by  Dr. 
Chas.  Logan  to  allow  him  to  enter  Bucksport  Seminary,  and 
he  attended  that  institution.  Following  that,  he  was  nine 
years  with  the  Boston  Elevated  Ry.  Co.  and  Gilmore  Elec.  Co. 
of  South  Boston,  having  charge  of  both  steam  and  electric 
equipment  for  the  latter  concern.  Attended  New  England 
School  of  Engineering  and  passed  the  State  examination  as 
engineer.  Went  to  California  in  1903  and  worked  for  P.  E. 
Electric  Ry.  Co.  and  L.  A.  Ry.  Co’s,  as  power  house  and  sub 
station  operator  until  1906.  Went  to  Old  Mexico  in  1906  and 
was  foreman  for  the  London  Exploration  Co.  Next  went 
with  the  Mex.  Mines  of  Eloro  Co.  and  was  in  full  charge  of 
all  electric  equipment  and  machinery.  Was  ordered  out  of 
Mexico  by  the  U.  S.  Government  in  1914.  Then  in  Maine  and 
California  until  1916  when  he  left  for  Chile,  South  America, 
and  was  with  the  Chile  Exploration  Co.  until  May  1921.  Came 
up  to  Peru  with  the  Cerro  DePasco  Mining  Co.  until  1922, 
then  returned  to  California.  Was  with  the  Bureau  of  Power 
and  Light  for  fourteen  years,  and  he  is  now  with  the  Califor¬ 
nia  Ship  Co.,  and  living  at  home  in  Gardenia,  on  an  extensive 
plot  of  land  bought  in  1904.

Aug.  6,  1921  she  was  married  to  Hugh  L.  Applebee, 
a  farmer,  born  to  William  H.  and  Addie  Grover  Applebee, 
Oct.  16,  1893.  Mr.  Applebee  died  Sept.  11,  1938.  They  had 
Robert  H.,  graduated  from  Guilford  High  in  1941,  now  mar¬ 
ried  and  lives  in  South  Portland ;  and  Felicia  J.  in  school. 

HARTWELL  W.  APPLEBEE,  millman,  was  born  at  Guilford, 
Jan.  12,  1905,  son  of  Hartwell  W.  and  Addie  Grover  Apple¬ 
bee.  July  27,  1940  he  married  Ruth  Woodbury,  widow  of  the 
late  Orman  L.  Woodbury.  She  was  born  to  Eugene  and 
Mattie  Evans  Shaw  at  Monson,  Mar.  15,  1906.  No  children. 
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WILLIAM  HARTWELL  APPLEBEE,  farmer,  was  born  at 
Lincoln,  Jan.  10,  1870,  only  child  of  Levi  and  Annie  Applebee. 
He  came  to  Guilford  when  thirteen  years  old,  and  Nov.  — , 
1889  married  Miss  Addie  Grover,  daughter  of  Sewell  and 
Annie  Morgan  Grover.  She  was  bom  at  Guilford,  1868, 
and  died  at  Guilford,  Sept.  15,  1932.  Children,  Earl;  Hugh, 
died  Sept.  12,  1938 ;  Barbara,  married  Ray  Wise ;  Hartwell, 
Vera,  married  John  Fitzsimmons,  Pittsfield. 

WILLIAM  PARKER  APPLEYARD,  born  in  Bradford,  Eng¬ 
land.  Worked  in  his  father’s  woolen  mill  until  he  came  to 
America  in  1856,  in  a  sailing  vessel  landing  at  Castle  Garden, 
New  York  City.  Later  he  settled  in  Dexter,  Maine,  and  there 
married  Miss  Ann  Sumner  Drake,  a  Yankee,  of  Elliottsville, 
but  whose  English  ancestry  is  established  back  to  AD  1260. 
She  died  in  Dexter  village  in  1870  and  was  buried  there. 
Two  children  were  born  of  this  union,  viz. :  a  son  William 
Appleyard,  now  living ;  and  a  daughter,  Allie  Appleyard 
who  died  in  1895  and  buried  in  Dexter.  William  Apple- 
yard  Sr.,  came  to  Guilford  in  1874,  and  leased  the  first 
woolen  mill  built  in  Guilford  village,  on  the  present  site  of 
the  Oldtown  Woolen  mill,  and  later  bought  and  operated  it 
until  1877,  then  leased  it  to  the  Piscataquis  Woolen  Co.  Mr. 
Appleyard  died  in  Guilford  village  in  1908  and  is  buried  in 
Dexter.  William  Appleyard,  his  son,  now  living,  married 
Miss  Addie  Adams  Sampson  of  Sebec  and  Pittsfield,  and  two 
children  were  born  to  them,  and  all  lived  in  Guilford  for  many 
years.  Mrs.  Appleyard  died  in  Worcester,  Mass.,  in  1930  and 
the  remains  were  brought  to  Guilford  and  rest  in  Elmwood 
Cemetery.  Their  children,  viz. :  William  Sampson  Appleyard, 
was  born  in  San  Francisco,  Calif.  He  now  lives  in  Burling¬ 
ton,  Vt.,  and  is  President  and  General  Manager  of  the  Ver¬ 
mont  Transit  Co.,  and  of  the  Burlington  Rapid  Transit  Co. 
And  Miss  Iva  Anne  Appleyard  lives  in  Worcester  Mass.  Miss 
Appleyard  is  a  Tax  Consultant,  and  maintains  offices  in  Bos¬ 
ton,  Mass. 

JOHN  J.  BACKUS,  son  of  John  J.  and  Sarah  Dean  Backus  was 
born  at  Boston,  Mass.,  Nov.  5,  1878.  June  1,  1910  he  married 
Miss  Dora  Edith  Wise,  only  daughter  of  William  E.  and 
Lillian  Sears  Wise,  and  she  was  born  at  North  Guilford,  Feb. 
20,  1890.  They  have  no  children.  Mr.  Backus  was  a  track¬ 
man  on  the  Bangor  &  Aroostook  R.  R.  for  some  years  before 
retiring  in  1932. 
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KENNETH  H.  BADGER,  son  of  Ray  and  Inez  Coombs  Badger, 
was  born  at  Parkman,  Dec.  7,  1910.  Aug.  27,  1936  he  mar¬ 
ried  Miss  Margaret  L.  Leighton  of  Sangerville,  born  to  Nor¬ 
ris  S.  and  Flora  Steeves  Leighton,  Sept.  10,  1913.  Mrs. 
Badger  graduated  from  Sangerville  High  in  1931  and  from 
Bangor  Maine  School  of  Commerce  in  1935.  Mr.  Badger  is 
a  millman,  and  Mrs.  Badger  is  employed  in  the  office  of  the 
Guilford  Trust  Co. 

RAY  A.  BADGER,  woolen  mill  employee,  was  born  at  Willi-’ 
mantic,  March  29,  1885,  son  of  Mellen  and  Elizabeth  Howard 
Badger.  June  2,  1910  he  married  Miss  Inez  Coombs,  daughter 
of  William  and  Irene  Packard  Coombs,  and  bom  at  Parkman, 
Aug.  8,  1892.  They  have  one  son,  Kenneth  and  he  married 
Miss  Margaret  Leighton.  The  family  moved  to  Guilford  in 

1930. 

PHILIP  L.  BAKER,  woolen  mill  spinner,  son  of  Peter  and 
Sophia  Pooler  Baker,  was  born  at  Milford,  Dec.  10,  1886. 
Nov.  27,  1912  he  married  Miss  Ida  G.  Smith,  born  to  Edmund 
P.  and  Augusta  A,  Gilman  Smith,  Jan.  31,  1890.  They  have 
no  children  of  their  own,  but  have  brought  up  from  early 
childhood  two  motherless  children,  Mrs.  Baker’s  brother,  Dana 
E.  Smith,  and  nephew,  Edmund  Bennett. 

SARAH  E.  BARNES,  was  born  at  Corinna,  Dec.  16,  1877, 
daughter  of  the  late  Asher  and  Frances  Whitcomb  Smith. 
Dec.  14,  1901  she  was  married  to  John  J.  Barnes,  a  millman, 
who  was  born  Jan.  10,  1874.  After  a  long  illness,  Mr.  Barnes 
died  at  Guilford,  Sept.  10,  1930.  They  had  no  children.  He 
was  a  worthy  member  of  the  Masonic,  Eastern  Star  and  Re- 
bekah  Lodges  of  Guilford. 

WILLIAM  L.  BATES,  for  nine  years  has  been  rural  mail  car¬ 
rier  from  Guilford  postoffice  over  the  route  through  Guilford, 
Willimantic,  Monson  and  Abbot.  He  was  born  at  Abbot, 
Sept.  21,  1910,  the  son  of  Andrew  L.  and  M.  Gertrude  Stew¬ 
ard  Bates,  and  graduated  from  the  University  of  Maine  in 

1931.  May  23,  1936  he  married  Miss  Betty  M.  Drake, 
daughter  of  Mae  McKusick  and  the  late  Martin  E.  Drake. 
She  was  born  July  25,  1912  and  graduated  from  Castine  Nor¬ 
mal  School  in  1931.  They  have  a  daughter,  Judith  Anne, 
and  a  son,  John  William. 

CLAIR  H.  BEARCE,  a  lumberman,  a  member  of  the  firm  of 
Davis  &  Bearce  who  supply  the  birch  for  the  Hardwood  Prod¬ 
ucts  Co.,  came  here  from  Oldtown  in  1938.  He  was  born  at 
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Abbot,  Apr.  2,  1899,  son  of  Vate  L.  and  Ida  Hutchins  Bearce. 
June  20,  1928  married  Miss  Sherley  Gray,  born  at  Wytopit- 
lock,  Mar.  23,  1909,  daughter  of  Wilbur  and  Orpha  Gray. 
Children,  Ardelle,  Marilyn  and  Althea.  Mr.  Bearce  belongs 
to  the  Masonic  Lodge. 

CECIL  P.  BENNETT,  farmer,  served  eighteen  months  overseas 
in  World  War  One,  Co.  F,  103rd  Inf.,  26th  Division.  He  is 
the  son  of  Freeland  and  Lilia  Harriman  Bennett  and  was 
born  at  Guilford,  May  5,  1898.  May  29th,  1930  he  married 
Sebyl  Stevens  Brooks,  daughter  of  Edward  and  Isadora 
Stevens  and  was  born  at  New  Sharon,  Mar.  20,  1902.  By 
former  marriages,  Mr.  Bennett  has  a  daughter,  Lillian  M.  and 
Mrs.  Bennett  has  Dora  P.,  now  Mrs.  Raymond  Lawrence, 
and  Alice  D.,  now  Mrs.  Clifford  Stevens. 

CHARLES  SUMNER  BENNETT,  a  direct  descendant  of  two 
of  the  very  earliest  families  of  the  town,  was  born  at  Guilford, 
Oct.  2,  1867,  son  of  the  late  Charles  Bion  and  Sarah  Herring 
Bennett.  Fie  is  a  member  of  the  Universalist  church,  Masonic 
bodies  and  Odd  Fellows  Lodge.  He  has  conducted  a  jewelry 
and  Optometrist  business  on  South  Main  St.,  since  December 
1894;  and  has  this  year  been  elected  Town  Clerk  for  the  45th 
consecutive  time.  Mr.  Bennett  first  married  Clara  Eton 
Brown  (born  Dec.  29,  1870)  on  June  28,  1900.  She  died  in 
Ashland,  Mass.,  Feb.  25,  1911.  On  June  9,  1914  he  married 
Miss  Blanche  Scales  who  was  born  at  Guilford,  May  30,  1883. 
The  latter  was  the  only  daughter  of  the  late  John  and  Harriet 
Mudget  Scales  of  Guilford. 

FRANK  E.  BISHOP,  woolen  mill  weaver,  son  of  Peter  and 
Lydia  Burns  Bishop,  born  at  Kingman,  May  22,  1882.  Feb. 
22,  1912  married  Miss  Emma  A.  French,  daughter  of  Albert 
and  Joann  French  and  born  June  26,  1892.  They  have  one 
son,  Manuel  F.,  and  he  married  Miss  Hattie  Fogg  of  Chester, 
and  they  have  two  sons,  Robert  and  Carroll.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Bishop  have  also  brought  up  two  of  Mrs.  Bishop’s  nieces, 
Grace  and  Gladys  French. 

WALTER  G.  BLAKE,  was  born  at  Oakland,  May  17,  1892,  and 
came  to  Guilford  in  1918  to  accept  a  position  in  the  insurance 
office  of  Straw  &  Martin.  Since  1936  he  has  conducted  an 
insurance  business  under  his  own  name.  On  Aug.  12,  1924 
he  married  Miss  Frances  Whiteside,  a  former  Guilford  school 
teacher,  daughter  of  the  late  Rev.  Thomas  and  Marie  Davis 
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Whiteside.  Children,  Thomas  G.,  1925  and  Frederick  O., 
1928.  Mr.  Blake  is  past  Master  Mount  Kineo  Lodge  F.  & 
A.  M.  1932-1933,  Past  Noble  Grand  of  Odd  Fellows,  1941. 
Member  of  the  Eastern  Star,  Member  of  Guilford  Methodist 
Church,  Deputy  Sheriff  1928-1938,  Tax  Collector  Guilford, 
1928-1936.  Local  Commander  American  Legion  Post  of 
Oakland,  1920,  Piscataquis  Commander  American  Legion, 
1933,  Secretary,  Guilford  Chamber  of  Commerce  1940,  Mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Republican  State  Committee  1934,  Secretary  & 
Treasurer  Guilford  Athletic  Assn.  1939  to  date,  Treasurer 
Guilford  Fair  Association  1939  to  date,  Chief  Clerk,  Selective 
Service  (since  fall  of  1940.  Mr.  Blake’s  war  record  follows:

Sept.  13,  1916.  Mrs.  Butterfield  graduated  from  Guilford 
High  in  1900;  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  church,  Golden 
Link  Rebekah  Lodge,  the  Guilford  Alumni  Association  and 
Valley  Grange.  She  had  an  unmarried  brother,  Charles, 
born  at  Monson,  Feb.  25,  1879,  and  died  at  Guilford  as  a 
result  of  accidental  injuries  Nov.  3,  1925. 

JOSEPH  OSHEA  BUZZELL,  son  of  Oshea  and  Salome  Drew 
Buzzell,  was  born  in  Wellington,  Feb.  21,  1880.  He  opened 
the  first  garage  in  Guilford  equipped  for  heavy  repairing  and 
over-hauling  of  automobiles.  This  was  in  the  Spring  of  1911, 
and  there  were  only  thirty-five  automobiles  in  Piscataquis 
County  at  that  time.  There  was  only  one  grade  of  gasoline 
used  in  those  days,  and  garages  had  only  one  gasoline  pump 
which  pumped  one  gallon  of  gas  at  a  time.  Mr.  Buzzell  was 
noted  throughout  the  State  as  an  authority  on  automobiles. 
He  and  the  late  Clarence  M.  Drew  conducted  the  first  Ford 
Agency,  selling  the  first  Model  T  Fords  in  Guilford  and 
vicinity ;  he  also  had  the  first  Buick  and  Reo  Agencies  in 
town.  He  was  a  member  of  Mt.  Kineo  Masonic  Lodge  No. 
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109.  He  retired  from  business  in  1936  and  died  at  Guilford, 
Nov.  28,  1941.  His  father,  Oshea,  was  born  at  Wellington, 
Sept.  30,  1837,  son  of  James,  born  June  13,  1791,  and  Betsey 
Hanson  Bussell,  born  March  6,  1792.  The  early  way  of 
spelling  the  name  was  “Bussell”.  James  and  Betsey,  with 
their  elder  children,  came  from  Wakefield,  N.  H.,  to  Welling¬ 
ton  in  1828.  They  were  the  first  Baptist  people  in  Welling¬ 
ton.  James  Bussell  was  a  descendant  of  Isaac  who  came 
from  England  to  Salisbury,  Mass.,  in  1640.  Oshea  Buzzell 
enrolled  as  Private  in  Company  F,  20th  Regiment  of  Maine 
Volunteers,  Aug.  12,  1862.  He  was  wounded  in  battle  and 
by  reason  of  his  wounds  was  honorably  discharged  from  the 
service  June  2,  1865.  He  married  Salome  Agnes  Drew  of 
Parkman.  Mr.  Buzzell  died  in  Guilford,  July  3,  1910. 
Salome  Agnes  Drew,  Joseph’s  mother,  was  born  in  Parkman, 
Apr.  12,  1845,  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Charlotte  McKusick 
Drew.  She  died  at  Abbot,  Jan.  21,  1932.  Joseph  Drew 
came  to  Parkman  from  Limerick,  in  1833.  He  was  born 
Dec.  18,  1807  and  died  at  Parkman,  Jan.  18,  1880.  He  was 
a  descendant  of  William  Drew  who  was  born  in  Devonshire, 
England,  in  1627,  and  rated  at  Oyster  River,  N.  H.,  in  1648. 
The  English  Drews  claim  descent  from  Drogo,  Son  of 
Maleur  le  Pons,  an  uncle  to  William  the  Conqueror.  Joseph 
Drew’s  wife,  Charlotte  McKusick,  was  born  in  1809,  and 
died  at  Parkman,  July  22,  1893.  The  first  reunion  of  the 
descendants  of  Oshea  and  Salome  Buzzell  was  held  at  the 
home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry  Andrews,  Dover-Foxcroft, 
Aug.  30,  1942.

She  was  sole  manager  of  the  Guilford  Theatre  on 
Elm  St.,  which  she  opened  in  Nov.  1924,  and  a  few  years 
later  she  installed  the  first  “Sound  System”  to  be  used  in 
Guilford — or  “talking  pictures”  as  they  were  called  in  those 
days.  Mrs.  Buzzell  took  an  active  part  in  town  aflfairs ;  is 
a  Past  President  of  the  Helping  Hand  of  the  Methodist 
church ;  also  is  a  Past  Noble  Grand  of  the  Golden  Link 
Rebekah  Lodge  No.  37,  being  elected  to  that  office  three 
different  times.  She  is  a  descendant  of  Edward  Doty  who 
came  on  the  Mayflower,  and  Faith  Clark  Doty;  also  of 
William  Sherman  who  came  to  Plymouth,  Mass.,  from  Eng- 
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land  in  1621,  later  settling  in  Marshfield,  Mass.  (The 
Shermans  trace  their  ancestory  to  William  the  Conqueror, 
Duke  of  Normandy)  ;  and  also  from  Morris  Somes,  born  in 
1614.

Mr.  Buzzell  graduated  from  Abbot 
High  in  1920,  and  Mrs.  Buzzell  from  Lawrence  High  School 
at  Fairfield  in  1924.  Children,  Mary  Louise  and  Arnold  E. 

RILEY  M.  CAMPBELL,  son  of  Rufus  and  Hannah  Campbell, 

born  at  Kingsbury,  Jan.  1,  1887.  On  Oct.  30,  1909  married 
Miss  Edna  P.  Rollins,  daughter  of  Frank  L.  and  Lorinda 
Littlefield  Rollins  and  born  at  Shirley,  Jan.  5,  1892.  Mrs. 
Campbell  attended  Guilford  High  school.  Mr.  Campbell 
conducts  a  large  farm  at  North  Guilford  and  operates  a  milk 
route  to  the  village.

Mr.  Hayden  was  in  the  livery  business  here  ten  years,  six 
years  of  which  was  under  the  name  of  Hayden  &  Adams. 
During  World  War  I  he  was  inspector  and  buyer  of  airplane 
lumber  for  the  U.  S.  Government.  For  four  years  was 
superintendent  of  a  thousand  acre  farm  at  Lisbon,  N.  H.  and 
then  for  seven  years  of  the  D.  P.  Rogers  farm  at  Danvers, 
Mass.,  one  of  the  largest  Guernsey  farms  in  New  England. 
Recently  Mr.  Hayden  and  Bert  Drew  of  Wellington  have 
bought  the  W.  M.  Beal  homestead  for  their  permanent  home. 
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GUY  K.  HAYDEN,  salesman  for  tractor  parts,  was  born  at 
Parkman,  July  29,  1909,  son  of  Ora  G.  and  Bessie  J.  Welts 
Hayden.  At  Los  Angeles,  Calif.,  on  Jan.  23,  1932  he  married 
Miss  Anne  Myers,  daughter  of  Herman  and  Ida  Zinke  Myers, 
of  Sterling,  Colo.,  and  she  was  bom  June  21,  1906.  They 
have  two  children,  Harold  Guy  and  Simone  Anne. 

FRED  A.  HEATH,  son  of  William  R.  and  Hattie  Heath,  and 
descendant  of  Eldad  Heath  who  settled  in  Penobscot  prior  to 
1750,  was  born  at  Penobscot,  Aug.  24,  1864.  He  first  married 
Miss  Marion  Briggs  of  Parkman  and  she  died  at  Guilford, 
May  23,  1901.  He  then  married  Miss  Grace  Gould  of  Guil¬ 
ford,  born  at  Barnard,  Dec.  7,  1873.  No  children  by  either 
marriage.  Mr.  Pleath  is  a  paper-hanger  and  painter.  A  mem¬ 
ber  of  I.  O.  O.  F.,  K.  of  P.  and  F.  &  A.  M.  Lodges;  was 
deputy  sheriff  1917-1920;  served  as  tax  collector;  a  member 
of  the  83rd  and  84th  Legislatures,  and  has  served  his  38th 
consecutive  year  as  town-meeting  moderator. 

CHARLES  H.  HERRING,  dealer  in  livestock  and  meats,  son 
of  Levi  L.  and  Jennie  Brawn  Herring,  wras  born  at  Guilford, 
May  18,  1879.  June  2,  1915  he  married  Miss  Alta  Greeley, 
born  to  Howard  L.  and  Sylvia  Bennett  Greeley  at  Guilford, 
May  14,  1896.  They  have  three  children,  Loring  C.,  recently 
enlisted  in  military  service ;  Malcolm  H.,  and  Mary  E.,  in 
Guilford  High  school. 

CLINTON  H.  HERRING,  third  son  of  the  late  Harvey  W.  and 
Lottie  P.  Crafts  Herring,  born  at  Guilford,  Feb.  11,  1894. 
He  attended  the  public  schools  of  Guilford.  On  Nov.  15, 
1919,  he  married  Miss  Dorothy  Whitman  of  Blanchard,  who 
was  born  March  23,  1896.  They  have  one  son,  Sherwood  H., 
who  held  a  government  position  in  Washington  until  he  en¬ 
listed  in  the  Naval  Reserve,  Apr.  18,  1942.  Mr.  Herring  is  a 
direct  descendant  of  the  very  earliest  settlers  of  the  town.  He 
has  a  son,  Wilson  H.,  married,  living  in  Westbrook;  also  a 
daughter,  Gertrude,  married,  and  also  living  in  Westbrook, 
both  by  a  former  marriage. 

RAYMOND  S.  HERRING,  farmer,  son  of  Harvey  W.  and 
Lottie  Crafts  Herring,  was  born  at  Guilford,  Sept.  10,  1889. 
Nov.  28,  1910  he  married  Miss  Melissa  Johnson,  daughter  of 
William  F.  and  Flora  Z.  Herrick  Johnson,  and  born  at  Guil¬ 
ford,  Oct.  10,  1894.  They  have  four  children,  Erma  M.,  born 
Nov.  8,  1914,  and  married  Earl  Priest;  Marguerite  B.,  born 
June  6,  1918;  married  Thornton  Bennett;  James  W.,  born 
May  4,  1923;  William  R.,  born  Nov.  9,  1928. 
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JOHN  I.  HILL,  boss  spinner  in  the  Oldtown  Woolen  Mill, 
Guilford,  was  born  at  Sangerville,  Feb.  26,  1894,  the  son  of 
John  Amos  Hill  and  B.  Annie  Ketch  Hill.  The  names  of  Hill 
and  Farnham  figured  in  the  early  settlement  of  Sangerville, 
and  our  subject  is  a  direct  descendant  of  those  families.  May 
5,  1917  he  married  Miss  Nellie  C.  Jackson,  daughter  of  Willis 
E.  and  Susan  Harrington  Jackson,  and  was  born  at  Guilford, 
Mar.  23,  1891.  They  have  no  children,  but  Sidney  Skiffing- 
ton,  a  nephew,  has  been  cared  for  and  had  every  advantage  of 
an  own  son  since  he  was  five.  Sidney  is  now  a  student  at 
the  University  of  Maine. 

SELBY  A.  HILL  YARD,  carpenter  and  millman,  was  born  at 
Hearts  Delight,  N.  F.,  June  11,  1891,  son  of  William  and 
Jessie  A.  Hillyard.  He  came  to  Guilford  in  1910,  and  mar¬ 
ried  Miss  Blanche  Gertrude  Huntington,  daughter  of  Charles 
L.  and  Augusta  Randall  Huntington,  and  was  born  at  Stetson, 
Oct.  19,  1888.  They  had  one  daughter,  Virginia,  who  married 
Dwight  Emery  on  Oct.  8,  1917.  She  died  Jan.  27,  1938, 
leaving  two  children,  Loretta  and  Galen. 

WALTER  CALVIN  HILTON,  son  of  James  A.  and  Mary  Isabel 
Hilton,  born  at  Pittsfield,  Apr.  14,  1874.  Aug.  19,  1915  he 
married  Miss  Agnes  French  Cousins,  a  Guilford  school 
teacher,  and  daughter  of  Everett  E.  and  Hattie  Cousins,  and 
was  born  Feb.  20,  1885.  He  has  been  a  wroolen  mill  foreman 
(spinning  room)  for  over  thirty  years,  and  Mrs.  Hilton  has 
taught  for  thirty-three  years.  He  belongs  to  the  Masons  and 
she  to  the  Eastern  Star. 

WALLACE  ARTHUR  HOLBROOK,  guide,  carpenter,  son  of 
John  M.  and  Flora  Libbey  Holbrook  was  born  at  Newport, 
Sept.  3,  1880.  Sept.  19,  1905  he  was  married  to  Florence 
Young,  daughter  of  Isaac  and  Mary  Buxton  Young.  She 
died  at  Guilford,  May  14,  1938.  No  children.  The  Hol¬ 
brooks  came  to  Guilford  in  1916  and  purchased  the  former 
David  R.  Straw  estate.  Mr.  Holbrook  organized  the  ball 
team  here  and  they  played  three  seasons  on  his  grounds. 

LEWIS  A.  HOLMES,  soon  after  leaving  school,  learned  teleg¬ 
raphy  at  the  Bangor  &  Aroostook  Station,  Guilford,  and 
followed  that  line  of  work  for  a  time.  Then  he  took  employ¬ 
ment  as  foreman  of  the  H.  L.  Harrington  mill  until  June 
1927.  Since  that  time  he  has  been  superintendent  of  the 
Hardwood  Products  Co.  plant.  He  was  born  at  Guilford, 
Sept.  11,  1894  and  married  Miss  Marcia  E.  Bragdon,  a  school 
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teacher,  born  at  Franklin,  Apr.  2,  1895.  They  have  two  sons, 
Allan  B.,  graduated  from  the  University  of  Maine  in  1941, 
and  now  with  the  General  Electric  Co.  at  Schenectady,  N.  Y., 
and  Robert  G.,  a  graduate  from  the  University  of  Maine  this 
1942. 

ARVID  HOLMQUIST,  born  to  Lars  and  Alma  Holmquist,  at 
Monson,  Sept.  1,  1901.  On  May  5,  1928  he  married  Miss 
Ethel  Johnson,  who  was  born  Sept.  9,  1907.  Mr.  Holmquist 
has  been  manager  of  the  Great  Atlantic  &  Pacific  Tea  Com¬ 
pany  store  at  Guilford  since  Sept.  1930. 

WINNIE  STEVENS  HOUSTON,  a  direct  descendant  of  one 
of  the  very  first  families  to  settle  in  Guilford,  was  born  to 
Zebulon  G.  and  Sarah  Huntington  Stevens,  Oct.  5,  1874,  be¬ 
ing  their  older  daughter.  July  9,  1896  she  was  married  to 
Lewis  A.  Houston,  and  he  was  born  Sept.  24,  1872.  Mr. 
Houston  was  a  boss-dyer  in  the  Piscataquis  Woolen  mill  near¬ 
ly  up  to  the  time  of  his  decease  on  Aug.  31,  1940.  Children, 
Craig  S.  born  in  1898,  is  a  physician  at  Providence,  R.  I. ; 
Miss  Hilda,  born  in  1900,  now  a  teacher  in  the  schools  at 
Westerly,  R.  I. 

DR.  GEORGE  C.  HOWARD,  son  of  Annie  C.  and  Alfred  M. 
Howard,  born  at  Monson,  Sept.  18,  1908.  Graduated  from 
Mount  Vernon,  N.  Y.  High  school  in  1927,  from  Dartmouth 
College  in  1931  and  from  Harvard  Medical  School  in  1935. 
Served  two  years  in  Hartford,  Conn.  Hospital,  three  years  in 
Central  Maine  Sanitorium,  and  opened  an  office  for  general 
practice  in  Guilford  in  Nov.  1940.  On  Sept.  22,  1934  he 
married  Miss  Katherine  Drake,  an  R.  N.  of  Guilford,  born  to 
Lettie  H.  and  the  late  Arthur  W.  Drake,  Apr.  15,  1910.  They 
have  two  children,  George  C.  Jr.,  and  Letty-Ann.

Dear  Mr.  Keniston : 

As  requested,  I  am  furnishing  information  in  regard  to  the 

Hudson  family  in  Guilford. 
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Its  founder,  Henry  Hudson,  Sr.,  my  grandfather,  was  born 
in  Orange,  New  Hampshire,  October  26,  1824,  and,  when  24  years 
old.  came  to  Piscataquis  County  and,  after  remaining  in  Monson 
a  few  weeks,  took  up  his  residence  in  Guilford.  He  died  on  June 
24,  1877  at  the  age  of  52  years.  On  March  30,  1850,  he  married 
Emily  Frances  Martin,  daughter  of  Addison  Martin,  Esq.  of  Guil¬ 
ford,  and  Lydia  P.  (Otis)  Martin. 

Addison  Martin,  born  in  New  Gloucester,  on  March  3,  1797, 
settled  in  Guilford  in  1824,  and  in  1825,  erecting  the  building 
where  the  present  office  of  Straw  &  Martin  now  is,  became  Guil¬ 
ford’s  first  merchant.  He  was  a  trial  justice,  presided  over  many 
hearings,  and  became  a  leading  citizen  of  the  town.  Pie  died  in 
Guilford  August  29,  1876  at  the  age  of  79  years.  His  wife,  the 
mother  of  Emily,  while  lowering  a  window  during  a  thunder 
shower,  was  killed  by  lightning  July  5,  1842. 

Henry  Hudson,  Sr.  was  admitted  to  the  Piscataquis  County 
Bar  on  June  12,  1849  by  Shepley,  C.  J.,  and  Justices  Tenney  and 
Howard.  At  first,  being  a  stranger,  his  practice  was  limited  and 
he  dealt  in  real  estate  quite  extensively,  but  soon  he  forged  ahead 
as  a  lawyer  and  became  eminent  in  his  profession.  In  an  obituary 
written  by  the  late  Hon.  John  F.  Sprague  of  Monson,  historian 
and  editor  of  Sprague’s  Journal,  Mr.  Sprague  said  of  him: 

“Before  many  years  had  passed  over  his  head, 
young  Hudson  was  an  acknowledged  peer  among 
the  ablest  lawyers  who  practiced  at  this  bar. 

“He  soon  identified  himself  with  every  public  im¬ 
provement  and  enterprise  in  his  own  town  and 
vicinity,  and  the  present  live  village  of  Guilford  owes 
much  to  his  energy  and  persistency  in  inaugurating 
and  carrying  through  successfully  numerous  plans 
for  new  business  and  for  infusing  life  into  many 
industries. 

“He  was  always  an  active  member  of  the  demo¬ 
cratic  party  *  *  * 

“As  a  stump  speaker  he  had  few  equals  in  this 
State.  *  *  *  His  integrity  was  never  doubted 

among  his  friends,  clients  and  associates. 

“His  ‘word  was  as  good  as  his  bond.’  ” 

His  wife  Emily  was  born  in  Guilford  May  13,  1831  and 
died  in  Guilford  March  5,  1911.  She  was  an  own  cousin  to  Gen¬ 
eral  Oliver  Otis  Howard.  Her  sister  was  Miss  Martha  Martin, 
who  taught  school  in  East  Cambridge,  Massachusetts  for  more  than 
fifty  years  and  who  spent  the  latter  part  of  her  life  in  Guilford. 
Of  Mrs.  Hudson  it  was  said :  “Mrs.  Hudson  was  in  many  ways  a 
woman  of  remarkable  ability  and  possessed  many  rare  traits  of 
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character.’’  She  had  a  most  retentive  memory,  particularly  with 
regard  to  town  events,  in  which  she  took  great  interest,  and  the 
citizenry  of  Guilford.  She  was  frequently  consulted  by  those  in¬ 
terested  in  the  local  history  of  the  town  and  county.  She  was  also 
a  half  sister  to  Otis  Martin,  who  for  several  terms  was  high  sheriff 
of  the  county.  She  bore  Mr.  Hudson  five  children,  an  unnamed 
child  who  died  at  birth,  Emma,  born  in  1853,  who  died  the  follow¬ 
ing  year,  and  three  sons,  Henry  Hudson,  Jr.,  Micajah  Hudson, 
and  James  Hudson. 

Henry  Hudson,  Jr.,  my  father,  was  born  in  the  Hobart 
house  on  the  north  side  of  the  Piscataquis  River  in  Guilford 
Village.  He  was  educated  in  the  local  schools,  at  Foxcroft  Acad¬ 
emy,  Coburn  Classical  Institute,  and  graduated  from  Colby  College 
in  1875.  His  roommate  at  Colby  was  the  late  Chief  Justice  Leslie 
C.  Cornish  of  Augusta.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Piscataquis 
County  Bar  by  Justice  John  A.  Peters  on  October  2,  1875.  He 
practiced  law  in  Dover  for  about  a  year  and  then  moved  to 
Guilford,  where  he  practiced  for  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He 
was  born  on  March  19,  1851  and  died  in  Guilford  on  October  25, 
1927  when  76  years  of  age.  His  practice  was  statewide.  Of 
him  it  was  said : 

“For  over  40  years  he  appeared  at  every  session 
of  the  court,  often  every  day,  and  was  counsel  in 
some  of  the  most  important  civil  and  criminal  cases 
in  the  county’s  history.  His  office  practice  was 
extensive  and  his  reputation  enviable  for  sound 
judgment,  good  law  and  unquestioned  integrity. 

“He  took  a  great  interest  in  his  native  town, 
served  long  as  town  treasurer  and  town  agent,  was 
president  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  filled  an  unex¬ 
pired  term  as  county  commissioner  and  in  other 
capacities  and  was  a  trustee  of  the  Methodist 
Church.’’ 

He  was  largely  instrumental  in  securing  a  bank  for  Guilford  and 
was  the  first  president  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Guilford. 
He  was  also  a  director  of  the  Kineo  National  Bank  at  Dover. 
He  was  a  staunch  Democrat,  as  was  his  father,  and  was  a  delegate 
to  the  National  Convention  at  St.  Louis  in  1888.  He  had  a  most 
remarkable  memory,  a  vast  knowledge  of  the  law,  and  was  pre¬ 
eminent  as  a  trial  lawyer. 

On  February  22,  1877  he  married  Ada  M.  Lougee  of 
Dover,  daughter  of  James  S.  Lougee,  a  merchant  in  Dover,  and 
Betsey  Lougee.  Mr.  Lougee  was  born  in  Parsonsfield,  on  April 
20,  1826,  and  his  wife  Betsey,  in  New  Brunswick.  He  came  to 
Dover  in  1848,  where  he  resided  until  his  death  in  1880. 
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Of  my  mother,  Ada  M.  Hudson,  I  am  pleased  to  insert 
herein  what  was  said  in  the  March  8,  1911  issue  of  Zion’s  Herald: 

“By  nature  Mrs.  Hudson  was  gifted  not  only 
with  the  art  of  making  friends,  but  with  the  power 
to  hold  them.  In  her  sympathy  she  was  always 
sincere  and  genuine.  In  her  hospitality  she  was 
kind  and  considerate.  In  her  charity  she  was  broad 
and  unostentatious.  In  her  purpose  she  was  clear 
and  definite.  In  her  conviction  she  was  deep  and 
abiding.  In  her  spirit  she  was  tender  and  generous.” 

She  was  particularly  gifted  musically  and  for  many  years  sang  in 
the  choir  in  the  Methodist  Church  in  Guilford.  She  was  born  in 
Dover  on  August  30,  1852  and  died  in  Guilford  on  October  31, 
1910. 

Mica j ah  Hudson,  the  second  son  of  Henry  Hudson,  Sr.  and 
his  wife  Emily,  was  born  in  Guilford  on  November  23,  1854.  On 
January  22,  1876  he  married  Mabel  N.  Packard,  born  in  Parkman 
on  July  3,  1853,  daughter  of  Levi  and  Deborah  Packard.  She  died 
in  Guilford  on  January  5,  1935.  For  many  years  Mica  j  ah  Hudson 
lived  on  a  farm  in  Abbot.  In  August,  1885  he  bought  the  interest 
of  George  W.  Pratt  in  the  Pratt  &  Hudson  partnership,  whose 
members  were  George  W.  Pratt  and  James  Hudson,  and  under 
the  name  of  M.  &  J.  Hudson,  this  business  was  operated  for  many 
years.  They  conducted  a  general  store  business  of  large  magni¬ 
tude,  with  patronage  not  only  from  Guilford  but  from  outlying 
towns.  For  years  he  bought  and  sold  pulpwood.  Mica  j  ah  Hud¬ 
son,  both  while  in  Abbot  and  in  Guilford,  held  town  offices.  For 
a  great  many  years  he  was  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
of  the  town  of  Guilford  and  performed  the  duties  of  his  office 
most  efficiently.  He  served  on  the  Executive  Council  of  Governor 
Oakley  C.  Curtis.  He  was  educated  in  the  local  schools  of  Guil¬ 
ford,  Foxcroft  Academy,  and  Coburn  Classical  Institute.  He  is 
the  oldest  living  member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge  in  Guilford  (raised 
in  1877),  and  the  oldest  living  native  citizen  of  Guilford. 

James  Hudson,  the  third  son  of  Henry  Hudson,  Sr.,  was 
born  in  Guilford  on  October  22,  1857.  On  February  6,  1879  he 
married  Ida  M.  Bennett,  daughter  of  Dr.  Charles  B.  Bennett  of 
Guilford,  the  marriage  being  performed  by  Reverend  W.  T.  Jewell. 
He  died  at  Bangor  November  20,  1927.  His  business,  conducted 
with  his  brother  Mica  j  ah,  has  already  been  mentioned.  Later  he 
had  a  clothing  store  in  the  Newbegin  Block  on  the  south  side  of  the 
river.  For  many  years  he  was  town  clerk  and  was  postmaster  in 
Guilford  for  eight  years.  He  was  educated  in  the  local  schools, 
Foxcroft  Academy,  and  in  a  business  college  in  Poughkeepsie,  Newr 
York.  He  was  a  Mason,  Knight  Templar,  and  Shriner.  His  wife 
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Ida  was  born  in  Guilford  May  13,  1858  and  died  in  Guilford 
November  30,  1940.  Her  brother,  Charles  Sumner  Bennett,  now 
conducts  a  jewelry  store  in  Guilford  Village.  She  was  a  woman 
possessed  of  a  great  many  friends,  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  and  one  for  whom  all  had  great  respect. 

Henry  Hudson,  Jr.  and  his  wife  Ada  had  two  sons,  James 
Henry  Hudson  and  Leslie  Everett  Hudson.  Both  were  born  in 
Guilford,  James  on  March  21,  1878  and  Leslie  on  October  25, 
1882.  Both  were  born  in  the  residence  now  owned  by  James  H. 
Hudson,  in  which  John  Powers  White  and  his  family  now  live. 

James  H.  Hudson  married  Mary  S.  McKown,  daughter  of 
Captain  Flar  M.  McKown  and  Sarah  Kimball  McKown,  at  Booth- 
bay  Harbor  on  November  11,  1903.  Mrs.  Hudson  graduated  from 
Boothbay  Harbor  High  School  and  the  Pierce  Secretarial  School 
in  Boston.  She  also  attended  the  New  England  Conservatory  of 
Music.  James  LI.  LIudson  was  educated  in  the  schools  in  Guil¬ 
ford,  in  1896  graduated  from  Coburn  Classical  Institute,  in  1900 
from  Colby  College,  and  in  1903  from  Harvard  Law  School.  In 
1932  Colby  conferred  the  degree  of  LL.D.  upon  him.  He  was 
admitted  to  the  Piscataquis  County  Bar  on  September  15,  1903 
by  Justice  Albert  R.  Savage.  He  formed  a  law  partnership  with 
his  father,  Henry  Hudson,  Jr.,  which  partnership  (LIudson  & 
LIudson)  continued  until  his  father’s  death,  and  then  continued 
in  practice  in  Guilford  until,  upon  appointment  by  Governor 
William  Tudor  Gardiner,  he  assumed  office  on  January  1,  1930  as 
a  Justice  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  State  of  Maine.  From  this 
office  he  resigned  upon  his  appointment  by  Governor  Louis  J. 
Brann  to  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  the  State  on  November 
20,  1933,  which  office  he  has  since  held.  While  his  legal  residence 
is  still  in  Guilford,  his  official  office  is  in  the  courthouse  in  Augusta. 

In  his  earlier  life  he  served  the  town  as  town  agent,  on  the 
school  board,  and  as  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  three 
years.  He  served  three  terms  as  county  attorney  of  Piscataquis 
County  and  part  of  another  term,  filling  a  vacancy.  He  was  Judge 
of  Probate  in  that  county  for  one  term.  For  many  years  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Republican  State  Committee  and  a  member  of  the 
State  Board  of  Bar  Examiners.  He  was  instrumental  in  organiz¬ 
ing  the  Piscataquis  Wiley  Country  Club  and  served  as  its  first 
president.  Lie  joined  the  Knights  of  Pythias  and  the  Masons  and 
is  a  Knights  Templar.  For  many  years  he  has  been  a  trustee  of 
the  Guilford  Trust  Company.  He  has  always  taken  a  great  inter¬ 
est  in  the  town  of  Guilford  and  all  of  its  activities  and  regards  it 
and  its  inhabitants  the  best  in  the  State. 

The  second  son  of  Henry  Hudson,  Jr.  and  his  wife  Ada 
was  Leslie  Everett  Hudson,  who  was  educated  in  the  local  schools 
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of  Guilford  and  at  Coburn  Classical  Institute.  After  a  prolonged 
illness  Leslie  died  in  Guilford  on  June  15,  1930.  On  March  15, 
1905  he  married  Aurelia  Venner  of  Brunswick,  a  school  teacher. 
He  and  his  wife  lived  for  many  years  on  the  Samuel  Morgan  farm 
about  a  mile  and  a  half  out  of  Guilford  Village  on  the  road  lead¬ 
ing  from  Guilford  Village  to  Foxcroft  on  the  north  side  of  the 
river.  This  farm  he  operated  extensively  and  successfully  and 
conducted  a  sales  stable  of  draft  horses  under  the  name  of  H. 
Hudson  &  Sons,  his  father,  Henry  Hudson,  being  his  partner.  He 
was  a  man  of  strong  character,  pleasing  personality,  and  made  and 
held  many  friends.  His  widow  Aurelia,  a  woman  of  excellent 
character,  still  resides  in  Guilford.  They  had  no  children. 

Micajah  and  his  wife  Mabel  had  one  child,  Lettie  Emily 
Hudson,  born  in  Abbot  on  April  14,  1877.  On  November  22,  1904 
she  married  Arthur  Wilmer  Drake,  formerly  of  Albion,  who  was 
born  there  on  November  4,  1876,  son  of  Washington  and  Temper¬ 
ance  Drake.  Arthur  died  in  Guilford  on  October  13,  1939.  He 
was  a  clothing  merchant  and  a  leading  citizen  in  Guilford  for  many 
years.  His  widow  Lettie,  a  most  estimable  woman,  now  lives  with 
her  father,  Micajah,  in  his  residence  on  the  southerly  side  of  Elm 
Street  in  the  Village. 

James  and  Ida  M.  Hudson  had  three  children,  a  son  and 
two  daughters.  The  son,  Cary  Micajah  Hudson,  was  born  in 
Guilford  on  January  5,  1880,  and  married  Bertha  Ruth  Packard 
on  January  2,  1902.  Cary  was  drowned  in  Moosehead  Lake  on 
May  21,  1934.  He  graduated  from  Coburn  Classical  Institute  and 
from  Shaw’s  Business  College.  He  clerked  at  various  times  and 
also  worked  in  the  woolen  mills  in  Guilford.  He  died  without 
children.  He  was  a  man  of  integrity  and  was  well  liked  by 
everyone.

She  held  positions  of  trust  in  offices  in  the  county 
courthouse  at  Dover,  where  she  was  very  proficient  and  accommo¬ 
dating  to  those  having  business  therewith. 

James  Hudson’s  third  child  was  Lura  Belle  Hudson,  born 
in  Guilford  on  July  18,  1883.  On  May  11,  1904  she  married  At¬ 
torney  Frank  W.  Ball  of  Sebec,  who  was  born  in  Sebec  March  12, 
1880,  son  of  Theodore  and  Adrianna  (Towne)  Ball.  Fie  was 
admitted  to  the  Piscataquis  County  Bar  on  September  16,  1903  by

Justice  Albert  R.  Savage.  Mr.  Ball  died  July  22,  1934  at  Bangor, 
where  he  was  carrying  on  a  partnership  law  business  with  the  late 
George  E.  Thompson  under  the  name  of  Thompson  &  Ball. 
Previously  for  many  years  he  had  been  Secretary  of  State.  He 
received  his  legal  education  at  the  University  of  Maine  Law  School. 
When  a  young  man  he  was  Judge  of  the  Milo  Municipal  Court. 
Resigning  that  office,  upon  the  death  of  Clerk  of  Courts  Henry  B. 
Flint  of  Dover,  he  was  appointed  Clerk,  which  position  he  held 
for  several  terms.  He  was  a  Mason  and  a  Shriner,  a  man  of 
ability  and  many  most  excellent  qualities.  His  widow,  Lura,  now 
lives  in  the  James  Hudson  home  in  Guilford  in  which  she  was  born, 
surrounded  by  friends  whom  she  has  attracted  with  her  pleasing 
personality.  This  union  resulted  in  no  children.

VALLEY  GRANGE  NO.  144,  P.  OF  H.,  organized  Apr.  10, 
1875  in  No.  1  schoolhouse  at  Lows  Bridge,  with  32  Charter 
Members.

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RAILROADS 

The  Bangor  &  Piscataquis  railroad  was  operating  between 
Oldtown  and  Dover  via  South  Lagrange  in  1869.  Reliable  his¬ 
tory  states  that  it  was  completed  into  Guilford  late  in  1871,  to 
Monson  Jet.  (Abbot)  in  1875,  to  Blanchard  in  1877  and  thence 
to  Greenville  Jet.  in  1884.  Originally,  it  appears  to  have  been 
built  “broad  guage”  of  five  feet  and  six  inches  wide,  but  in  1877 
was  changed  to  standard  guage  of  four  feet  and  eight  and  a 
half  inches.  The  Bangor  &  Aroostook  R.  R.  Co.  was  organ¬ 
ized  Feb.  17,  1891,  and  then  took  over  the  old  B.  &  P.,  which 
then  included  the  tracks  from  Oldtown  to  Greenville  via  South 
Lagrange,  and  the  branch  from  Milo  Jet.  (now  Derby)  to 
Katahdin  Iron  Works. 

In  the  old  days  of  the  B.  &  P.  it  seems  to  have  been  the  cus¬ 
tom  of  the  railroad  management  to  appoint  as  Station  Agents 
along  its  line  a  prominent  business  man  of  the  town,  and  so  from 
the  time  that  the  railroad  commenced  to  operate  in  Guilford,  and 
until  April  1,  1894,  Mr.  Henry  Douglass  was  the  Station  Agent 
at  Guilford.  He  usually  hired  some  local  man  to  do  the  routine 
work,  as  his  services  were  of  more  value  in  other  directions. 
Albion  W.  Ellis,  William  M.  Beal  and  Howard  W.  Hussey  were 
some  of  the  men  who  did  station  work  for  Mr.  Douglass.  There 
were  no  telegraph  instruments  in  the  station,  but  there  was  a  set 
in  the  H.  Douglass  store,  and  David  Pearson,  a  clerk,  did  what 
telegraph  work  there  was  done. 

There  was  no  telephone  system  in  town,  and  so  if  any  one 
including  the  Agent  himself  wanted  any  information  as  to  the 
whereabouts  of  a  train,  he  had  to  get  it  from  the  Douglass  store 
the  best  way  he  could.  Frank  W.  Keniston  took  charge  of  the 
station  from  April  1,  1894  until  January  1919,  and  at  the  very 
first  moved  the  telegraph  instruments  to  the  railroad  station. 
The  next  permanent  Agent  was  Aubrey  G.  Purdy  and  he  re¬ 
mained  until  late  in  December  1932,  when  he  was  promoted  to 
Supervisory  Agent  at  Millinocket.  He  died  there  very  suddenly 
in  May  1933.  Mr.  Keniston  returned  to  Guilford  as  Agent  Jan. 
4,  1933  and  remained  until  he  voluntarily  retired  March  31,  1939. 
In  April  of  that  year  Daniel  G.  Currie  took  the  Guilford  station 
and  in  October  1942  is  still  on  the  job.  Through  the  years  until 
about  1932  there  was  an  early  morning  and  late  afternoon 
passenger  train  in  each  direction  through  Guilford,  besides  a 
local  freight  train  each  way.  Until  the  Maine  Central  built  their 
line  into  Rockwood  the  summer  business  at  Kineo  was  taken  care 
of  by  a  train  (the  best  on  the  road  at  that  time)  that  passed  down 
through  Guilford  about  12 :45  P.M.,  and  returned  from  Boston 
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connections  about  four  P.M.  This  train  made  no  regular  stops 
between  Dover  and  Greenville  except  at  Guilford.  Until  long 
after  1900  the  night  train  from  Bangor  was  due  as  early  as  6.15 
on  some  schedules,  to  as  late  as  7.45  on  others,  and  before  the 
advent  of  the  automobile  and  moving  pictures,  a  sizeable  crowd 
was  on  hand  practically  every  night  to  “see  the  cars  come  in.” 

Guilford  people  were  liberal  travelers,  so  the  united  group  of 
passengers  and  sight-seers  made  the  Guilford  station  area  the 
busiest  place  in  town  in  the  evening. 

Until  the  late  nineties,  all  locomotives  on  this  branch  were 
fueled  with  hard  wood.  At  certain  stations  there  were  sheds 
filled  with  wood  for  engine  fuel  and  passenger  car  heating,  and 
Guilford  was  one  of  those  places.  The  long  wood  shed  stood 
on  the  South  side  of  the  main  line  about  opposite  the  old  Stevens 
homestead  (now  George  Rogers  place).  Also  there  was  a  wood¬ 
en  water-tank  about  mid-way  of  the  wood  shed,  and  the  water 
was  pumped  into  the  tank  from  the  brook  back  of  the  Rogers 
house,  by  windmill  power.  During  this  period  of  time  the  rail¬ 
road  along  Water  street  was  on  the  same  grade  as  the  highway, 
and  the  highway  itself  was  considerably  lower  than  it  is  now ; 
so  there  was  a  real  sag  in  both  the  highway  and  the  railroad 
track  between  the  lower  end  of  the  woolen  mill  and  the  River 
street  crossing.  In  those  days  the  Water  Street  sidewalk  was 
on  the  south  side  of  the  street  next  to  the  railroad  tracks ;  not 
a  very  desirable  situation.  Later,  the  bank  along  the  north  side 
of  the  street  was  cut  back  and  the  sidewalk  changed  to  that  side 
of  the  street. 

Until  1906  there  were  two  large  storehouses,  owned  by  H. 
Douglass  Co.  and  M.  &  J.  Hudson  respectively ;  also  two  sets  of 
dwellings  on  the  “flat-iron”  lot  west  of  the  station.  One  dwell¬ 
ing  was  the  house  now  occupied  by  Guy  K.  Hayden ;  the  other 
is  the  Samuel  Bodfish  house  and  ell. 

Some  years  ago  the  storehouses  were  moved  over  on  Blaine 
Avenue.  One  was  torn  down  a  few  years  ago,  and  the  other  one 
has  been  taken  down  this  summer.  The  railroad  paid  a  good 
price  for  the  land,  intending  to  build  a  modern  station  and  yard, 
but  because  of  changing  conditions  those  improvements  did  not 
materialize. 
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CHESTER  L.  BARROWS,  was  born  at  Sangerville,  April  30, 
1881,  son  of  Charles  E.  and  Nellie  Johnson  Barrows.  July 
28,  1904  he  married  Miss  Effie  A.  Clark,  daughter  of  Luther 
and  Jessie  Perry  Clark  and  she  was  born  at  Sherman  Mills, 
Sept.  16,  1877.  Mr.  Barrows  has  been  employed  as  tele¬ 
graph  operator  and  Station  Agent  for  the  Bangor  &  Aroos¬ 
took  Railroad  Co.  since  June  2,  1903.  After  five  months 
apprenticeship  in  the  station  at  Sangerville  under  the  in¬ 
structions  of  Justin  Bates,  Station  Agent,  he  was  sent  to 
Mars  Hill  as  Assistant  Agent.  After  being  there  five 
months  he  was  assigned  as  Station  Agent  at  Winterville, 
remaining  there  until  he  was  assigned  Station  Agent  at 
Winterport  on  Nov.  17,  1906,  where  he  is  still  employed — 
Oct.  7,  1942.  Mr.  Barrows  is  a  Past  Master  of  Howard 
Lodge  No.  69,  A.  F.  &  A.  M.,  and  for  the  past  two  years  has 
served  as  Secretary ;  and  has  served  three  different  years  as 
Worthy  Patron  of  Cushing  Chapter  No.  84,  O.  E.  S.  He 
is  a  Past  Noble  Grand  of  Garfield  Lodge  No.  99,  I.  O.  O.  F., 
and  very  active  in  all  community  entertainment  affairs. 
Mrs.  Barrows  has  served  two  different  years  as  Worthy 
Matron  of  Cushing  Chapter  No.  84,  O.  E.  S.  She  has  served 
as  Grand  Warden  and  as  District  Deputy  Grant  Matron  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine.  Has  served  two  different  years 
as  Noble  Grand  of  Mizpah  Rebekah  Lodge  No.  62.  Also 
active  in  the  different  branches  of  Defense  work  and  in  all 
community  affairs.  Previous  to  her  marriage  she  taught 
ten  years  in  the  public  schools  of  Sherman,  including  two 
years  at  Sangerville. 

HAROLD  E.  BUZZELL,  garage  proprietor,  Sangerville,  was 
born  at  Abbot,  Dec.  18,  1898,  son  of  James  E.  and  Lillian 
E.  Bailey  Buzzell.  Nov.  24,  1923  he  married  Miss  Ethel  J. 
Strickland,  daughter  of  Aaron  and  Elizabeth  Strickland, 
and  born  at  Newfoundland,  July  9,  1900.  Children,  Sidney 
E.,  Norman  W.,  and  Sterling  J. 

JAMES  FREDERICK  CRAIN,  Jr.,  farmer,  was  born  at  Caribou, 
Feb.  17,  1904,  son  of  James  F.  and  Mary  E.  Wakem  Crain. 
Aug.  1,  1925  he  married  Miss  Marion  Skillings,  daughter  of 
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Harry  and  Ethel  Page  Skillings  and  she  was  born  at 
Sangerville,  Dec.  28,  1905,  and  graduated  from  Guilford 
High  school  in  1924  and  now  one  of  the  telephone  central 
operators  at  Guilford.  No  children. 

JOHN  H.  CRAIN,  farmer,  son  of  James  F.  and  Mary  E.  Crain 
was  born  at  Caribou,  July  23,  1902.  Nov.  4,  1927  he  mar¬ 
ried  Miss  Eldie  A.  McKever,  daughter  of  John  F.  and  Clara 
N.  McKever  and  born  at  Ludlow,  Nov.  14,  1907.  They  have 
one  son,  John  F.  Crain,  born  Aug.  9,  1928. 

DAVID  M.  EDES,  for  several  years  a  farmer,  is  now  in  the 
trucking  business.  He  married  Eva  E.  Jackson  of  Willi- 
mantic,  June  20,  1903.  Mr.  Edes  was  born  in  Greenville, 
May  18,  1878,  son  of  Charles  S.  and  Laura  Mitchell  Edes.
